COOKING MACARONI,

A Daltetons Dish Whieh Faw Undarstand
Maw to Maka,

Mucnrond requires nlndanes of watey
Il-ﬂ aook It properly, st least three guarts
of anlted bolling water being required
to half & pound of maswron), says the
New York Tribape. This abundance
gives the pasts a chance to swell, The
water should boll rapidly, and the
macarond should be stirred occasionally
with a fork to prevent tho pipes from
¢linging together. It should bl st
8% minutea for the somall and
threequarters of an boor for the
large macaroni. After the macaroni i«
eooked it ehould be drained in a eolan.
der. Then the colander should be set in
the mouth of Lhe pot in Which the
macaroni was cooked, covered up closely
witha cloth, to allow it to steam dry
while yon pre the tomnto ssuoee,
Take a alice of earrot, a small onion, s
leaf or two of thyme, a quarter of a bay
leaf, two peppers, one clove and fry
them in a tablespoenful of butter, Add
a sprig of parsley and about an inch of
colery stalk out in bits. When the vege-
tables are well colored, stir in two table.
spoanfuls of flonr and let i Goar brown,
Adda quart can of tomstoea very slow-
ly. Then set the ssncepan on the back
part of the stove and let ita contents
simmer very slowly for half an hour.
Stir this sance repeatedly while it ia boil-
ing, and when it is dona strain it through
a pures sieve, or & common flour sleve
if you have nothing better. Add a tea-
spoonful of salt, a saltsdoonful of pep-
per and s teaspoonful of sugar. This
tomato sance will be enongh for a pound
and a half of macsromni, which will be
safficient to fill twolarge dishes. But
the sauce will keep an indefinite time in
cold weather, and it is just as well to
make double the quantity yon need at s
time.
After the sance is made and the mae-
aroni is cooked take a large open veg-
etablo dish, put & layer of macaroni in
the bottom, season it with a mere sus
picion of white pepper, put a tablespoon-
ful of Parmesan choeese ovoer it and mois.
ten it well with the tomato sance. Con-
tinue this till the dish is full and cover
it with tomato sance, It will take &
pint ef tomato eance and about’ 6 table-
spoonfuls of grated Parmesan cheesse to
a large dish of macaroni, Bet the dish
